By our private advices from Colonel Adames de« 
tachment, extending now to the 1^3d ultimo, we have gieat 
satiifcutiati in learning, that the severe but just exam[)le 
exhibited in the case of the garrison of Entouree, iiiid 
produced a most salutary inAueiice, as well on the minds 
of the inhabitants of the province, as on the course of the 
pending negociatioiis with the Rewah Rajah. All puipose 
of resistance appeared to be at an end ; and, whatever might 
be the ultimate arrangements of this Government, in ie« 
gaid to the disposal of the conquered territor) , they weie 
iixely to be carried into effect, without diificuUy or blood- 
shed. A corre:»pondcnt communicates the following parti- 
culars of the ^'tate of affairs, and oL the latter moveinenta 
,of the troops. 

CxHP, SoTNEE ; Dec, 2^, 18l^t. 

A detail of the progress of the troops comiqanded 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Adams, and of their operations at 
Entouree, has been already transmitted to you. Of those 
wounded on that occasion, five havtf since died.; — -tho 
remainder, with the excepli^y^ of one or two extreme 
cases, f have the satisfaction to say, are convalescent. 

<< The exemplary vengeance inflicted on the chief of 
Entouree and his adherents, all of whom were deeply 
inipUc'Ji ted in the treacherous and fatal assault on Lieute- 
uanUColonel Burrell’s rear-party, (Surnald Sing himself 
belli!; one of the primary instigators, and having in 
person led on his followers to the attack,) and the 
signal proof exhibited in theVorm of the inellicacy of 
evdi the most pertinacious resistance, have been pro- 
dijctive of the intended and generally -desired effect, of 
rendering a further effusion of blood unnecessary. Those 
who might otherwise have hesitated regarding their 
futtfre conduct, have either abandoned their stiong-holds, 

^ or, as a testimony of their conciliatory inteattous, have 
reared to Colonel Adam&’s camp* 
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' The' small but formidable Ghufjree at Eotouree liar- 
s' ing iirit been dismantled, and a few days of rest allowed 
y lo the disabled men, the Detachment moved five miles 
tS -Oomree, a place one parallel line with Eutonreej^ 
under a low range of hills. The Mud Fort here was 
found abandoned; audits ruinous condition from the 
havocks committi^ by the wfftther, which no pains had 
been taken to repair, left but little for the labors’ of 
the Pioneer to complete. From henee the Detachment 
** again marched in the direction of Sutnee; and halted 
at the Ghurree Of Jowree, a place about six miles distknt, 
which they also found evacuated. Scarcely a remnant 
of these (perhaps to Native inodes of attack impervious) 
defences existing to lure back their former possesso rs^ 
the troops, on the 18th current, re-ocrupied tne gfbniul 
of encampment at Sutnee, which they had left on the 6th. 
A small Fort at Jodepoor in this Ticioity, and others of 
Kimii&r descripfiou, are destined to share the common 
fate. 

The Country itronnd us, lately despoiled by rapine and 
conflagration^ again as:nimes a chearful aspect; the 
fngUtves, having received encouragement and assurances 
of protection, are in numbers resorting to the vestiges of 
their villages; and we may reasonably hope that in the 
event of our becoming the permanent lords of the soll^ 
the temporary losses sustained by the inhabitants, wilt 
soon be amply repaired. Even the peaceful establish- 
ment of the ^wah Rajah in possession of these dis- 
tricts, (from which he has of late been able to levy 
only a small and casual tribute,) would indeed be of 
infinite benefit to them. • 

The Rao, as he is of Chourbut, and the Chief 

of Mow, tJie latter of whom is the most powerful of the 
Singranah tributaries of the Rewah Rajah, have been 
some days in Camp. — Luchmun Sing, second son of the 
Rajah, joined us at Sutnee about sun-set on the 20th;

The fort was wanted, as an appui to 
xhat of Attock, and a soenrity to the Soik frontier on the 
iJide of C»abul, And Dewaii Mohukkim Chund, accompa-. 
iiiod by Futteh Sing, Jooda Sing, Doola Sing, Guiida Sing 
end other Sirdars, with their respective forces, had ac-^ 
cordingly marched against it. After the reduction of Mok- 
hunda, Dill Sing was directed to levy the cliout in the pro- 
vince of Mooltftn., 

A small body of troops from Cabul, is stated to have ar- 
rived at Peshour ; but the intelligence of their approach, wns 
treated lightly by the Seiks. 

Uoikarfs camp continued stationary at Rampoorah, down 
to the middle of December.. The court was as usual in utter 
distress for money ; and the troops had been for some days 
.in dhirna at the t^nt-doors. of ibe principal ministers. 

Purseram Daroga waa besieging the- capital of the unfor- 
tunate. Rajah Duhar, whose territories had been previ- 
i>usly partitioned between Scindeaand the Plndarrecs. .

The ships John Palmer and Monifn^fort of this port, had 
both touched at the Mauritius ou their way to England. 
And we are much concerned to say, that Mr. David 
Campbell of the civil service on thi? est:il>llshment, who pro- 
ceeded from hence on the John Palmer on account of liifl 


bealth, had died at sea, three days after the ship parted from 
her pilot. Mrs. Canrpbell, it is reported, had embarked at 
the isle of France, on the Barrosuy for the purpose of re- 
turning to Bengal. 

Accounts from the I^le of PVauce mention a diflreasing 
accident, which had befallen a boat’s crew and some J^ah- 
aetigers belonging to the Emnut if ansport, on her voyage 
from Fugland to Port I^uih. Tiiat vessel, it seems, liad, by 
some mistake in her reckoning, made the land of Maringas- 
CfUTy instead of the Mauritius. And a party having been sent 
on shore to ex^rlore the country, lliey were presently ob- 
served to hoist a red lUg (according to previous agreeinoiit,) 
as a signal of distress ; and, though (he vessel remained oif 
the coast for two dayt>, and various endeavours were usecFl 
to recover them, they were never afterwards seen. From/

M. sent the chief male and four seamen in the 
Jollj-boal on shore, to endeavor to procure water or fresli 
provisions,*— four Passengers acconipaiiied thorn in the boat 
volunliirily, named as follows, Mr. Bourblance, Mr. Vrant^Mr. 
Kance, Mr. Stirling ; who went with the same intention to get 
supplies and such necessaries as they wanted, the boat being 
armed, — but gave particular directions to the mate to art 
cautiously in attempting to land and to conc'cal their anus 
in the Boat, necetsary signals being previously understood be- 
tween iheiii and iiiyseif, in case ot danger or procuring refresh- 
iiiciits. At 4 P. M» observed the signals made; being in dan- 
ger, hoisted at the edge of the wood, hoisted out gig im* 
mediately, and sent her ahrcnst of the place where the jolly- 
boat hud'landcd, to ascertiin as to the safety of the people ; they 
saw the boat laving on the Beach, but none oi,thc people. At 
dusk the boat relurucd to the ship, hoisted her up and stood off 
for the night, and kept a light at the niizeii peak during the 
nigirt; also tired two guns, to enable them to find the ship iu case 
ot fheir coining oB' in the night. 

Oil the S6lh at daylight, stood in shore again^ and at 9 A. M. 
•ent Ibegig again to endeavour to find the Inejoltv -boat's crew ; 
^went to the place where the boat had landed, but found the 
*boat was not on the beach ; kept working the ship to windward 
against the current close in shore 1 fresh breezes from N, N. B. 
and N« E. At 2 P. M» the gig returned, without having seen any 
of the people; saw two or ihree Natives on the bea^ waving 
handkerchiefs to them as an inducement to go on shore ; be- 
gan l<» suspect now, that they had been detained by the Natives, 
and that there was little prospect of getting them back. At dusk 
■ tacked and stood oft'for Uie uig&t. 

On the 27 lb at day ligbt« stood once more in shore to endea-

No recent occurrenses worthy of no- 
tice, had taken place in that quarter. Detachments continued 
to move towards AttockLj And Futteh Sing had set out 
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for the purpose of taking the comimand of the fort as Kellah<» 

* dar, of collecting tribute from the Zemindars, and briviging 
the district into subjectioo* 

The distrc'^ses of ilolkai’s court continued, and the 
ministers were still held in dhirna by one of the principal 
Sirdars. Ameer Khan was shortly expected in the Bhae’s 
camp at Rampoorah. 

«jrhe ukhliars mention a serert skirmish said to have taken 
place in the district of Sckrana, between a detachment of 
troops ill the service of Ameer Khan, and under the itume* 
diate command of one Doondee Khan, and a body of the 
Jay pore forces. There had not, however, been any geueral 
renewal of hostilities between the two parties. 

Ills Majesty’s sliip Stirling Castle still rem4ained at 
Pondicheiry, down to the date of our latest advices from 
that part of the coa^t. — Besides the sum of five lacs of Star 
pagodas, transmitted by land to Pondicherry, a further 
remittance of. two lacs of Pagodas was in preparation, we 
iiirderstand, at Madra*$, for shipment to Kiigland. And it 
was tnought probable, that the Stirling Castle would remain 
on the coast, to receive that additional supply of treasure; 
though it wa.s still intbertaiii, whether she would wait to 
take it in at Pondicherry, or would make another at* . 
tempt to come on to Madras. In either case, some interval 
was likely to elapse, before the treasure could be prepared ; 
and it was not thought, that the shipment could be com- 
pleted *n less than ten or twelve days. 

We further *uiid!«rstand, that the Treasury of Fort St. 
George had been opened, for the receipt of money in ex* 
change for Bills on Bengal. 

Our accounts from Colonel Adams’s detachment con- 
tinue satisfactory, and hold out every prospect of an early 
and advantageous settlemoitt of ilie recent dlstuibances in 
the Rewah district ; as our raiders will be enabled to judge 
from the foliowing communications. 

Camp, Lowr ; Am. 4, 1814. 

The Rewah force continues encamped here at Lowr ; 
and the Pioneers arct occupied in levelling several sm.'ill 
^ g^unees in this neighbourhood. The ai raiigemcuts with 
the Nya Ghurree chief are still undetermined.” 

"" Cani', Lowa ; Jam 5, 1814.. 

Rutl^i^ll^ the Nyaghiirree chief, has, at length, in 
obodienc^P^e rRqitisition of the Superiutendcut of po- 
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lUUnl affairs, joined IJoiteiiant^Colonel Adams’s ^mp» 
He arrived yesterday ; and this circumstance, it is shp» 
posed, closes our operations in this quarter of the Rew^h 
jurisdictiou. The detachment will move tomorrow to 
the South West, fur the supposed purpose of selecting a 
spot within or contiguous to the western , boundaries of 
the Kewah ten itory, for a cantonmentj to rommand the i 
adjacent passes of the second range or Kimoor hill's. ' 
Several (rhunrees in this immediate proximity have been 
raised by the Pioneers. 

Tlie Siiigranah dlttrict is con^rorled by five chiefs, 
who^e possessions, (to the extent of 80 or 100 villag'^s 
each,) are subdivided into several Zcnieeiu]aree«. — Of 
the>e live chiefs, Uurood Sing of Mow only is deno- 
miiiatrd llajah; an appellation, Low ever, merely titular, 

‘‘ being united v^ith no aRthoiity nor any revenue beyond 
that which he ilofives from his own territory. lie is 
in fact no more tiian ‘ primus inter pares.' 'J no other 
chirfs arc those of Oomree, Joud[)oor and Gungee. 
From all of these, the llewah Rajah, as liegc-lord, levies 
an uncertain tiibute onco in every two years. 

At no great distance liom Nyaghurree, are tw«t 
cataracts; and similar falls are found throughout the 
whole ovtent of the lange of hills bounding the northern 
limits of tills country, of which, from the various itinera- 
ries colipc:ed by the Fugiueer oliicers, a tolerably correct 
delineation will now be obtained.” 

On Thursday last a numerous party of the principal in- 
habitants of tho settlement were entertained at dinner^ at 
the house of Sir Kd ward Hyde and Lady Fast : and, in 
iho evening, Lady East received visitors. Her l^dy^iip, 
we understand, will hold a public night weekly, duiing the 
present cold season. 

On Saturday evening, their Excellencies the Earl of Afoira 
and Countess of Loudoun andP Moira, eutertaiued a small 
party at the Government-house. 

On Monday last, the trial of John Earnst, a privafe in 
His Majesty’s dSd Foot, on an indictment for the murder 
^Villiam Forbes, also a private in the same corps, cam# on 
at (he Court-house. This case was chieHy remarkable, for 
tlie entire absence of any reasonable or apparent motive in the 
mindof the uufortnaate crimiual|ta account for the act of 
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’ whid)<<ne wm accused. lie was f^ad Ruitty ; end his ^nbse*' 
queiu confession, which has been published, ascribes his );'uilt 
tOx* tasdium vit«, proceeding from anguish and deapair of 
xnlnd. On Thurgday afternoon^ this unhappy man under- 
'went the sentence of the lair, at the usual place of execo« 
#ion oil the glacis of Fort William near to the Cooley Bazar. 
' Tuesday, a native named Soobaram was tried aud 

‘conricted for Ferj-irv, and was adjudged to bo impri- 
soned for the space of two years*, to stand twice coring 
that time in the pilLovy, ttud to pa^. a fine to the King of 
one luijiee. 

On Fiidiiy, three Europeans, named Richard Storey, 
John Petf'vson and Ernest Powell, belou;zIng to the Ilonora- 
Wo Company\s ship Batavia^ were put to the bar* on an in- 
dictment for tlie murder of a Calcutta Cli:>k«>ydar, in a 
drunken affray ou the night the 20tb November last. 
The trial of these men lasted tils ^leifen at niiiht ; when the 
Jury, after a long deliberation, returned a verdict of “ Man- 
slaOglkteT*’ against Storey, and acquitted the other Prisoners. 

On Saturday, sentence of imprisonment for one year 
*was passed on Richard Storey ; and the Sessions were then 
adjourned till this morning, when the Court, we under- 
stand, will meet chiefly for the purpose of tilling such 
Jurors as have been irregular in their attendance. No 
furthi^r cases stand for trial.

The Jury having found some other Bills in the course of the day, the 
Court was next occupieil w ith the Trial of T. Robjent, a Serjeant of the 
17th Light Dragoutu u>r shooting at a Soldier in the same Regiment, - We 
shall endeavor to procure a report ot this Trial, and of any others that 
may be interesting tor our next nopilwr.

By a private tetter froni Canton, dated the 17lh of Xovem- 
** her ISIS, we learn, that a chop had arrived there fhal morn- 
ing from Pekin. 

Accounts state, that, whilst the Emperor of China was on 
** a visit, he left his nine sons in charge of that city. During 
the Emperor’s absence, three cousins, with twelve Eiiiperor's 
servants and seventy Ladrones, attempted to force (he Palace ; 
which they effected. They put thirlv soldiers to death ; but 
the second son one of the ladrones down and shot 
another, when the rest of them run away. — The outside gates 
« were immediately shut, and the whole, we are happy to learn, 
were taken prisoners. The followinjj are the prisHiiers 
** under sentence of death, viz. 10 Head J4ads, 1*2 Servants, 3 
** Cousins, Bellies to be opened, and to he cut in pieces !!! — 
And 60 others, to have their heads cut off.*' 

A despatch from Kedgeree reached town on Friday 
morning last, annonneing the arrival in the roads, of llis 
Majesty’s Frigate Thebany having on board IDs Excellency 
Sir Samuel Hood, Commander in chief of llis Majesty’s 
naval forces in the East Indies. Immediately on his ar- 
rival, His Excellency embarked on board the Hastings Pilot 
Schooner ; from which vessel, he landed privately at (he 
Powder-Mills late on Saturday evening, and came up to 
Calcutta by land. Yesterday morning at sun-rise, his Excel- 
lency’s flag was saluted vr'ith seventeen guns from the ram- 
parts of Fort William. *

OnTti^sflay last, beineihe Anniversary of her Majesty’s Birth-dayt a 
Royal Salute was Area from '■the Sa|titinK Battery at 12 o’clock. In 
the eveninji; the Riffht Honorable the Governor irave a splendid eiiter- 
ttiinmeiil to the Seiuemeiit, at Parelt. The entrance to this beautiful . 
Country Kesideoce was brilliantly iilttminatcd, and an early assembl.tfce. 
of all the principal families of the Settlement exhibited a scene of gfeat 
fraiety and festivity : the Dancinit commenced ab(»ut 9 o’clock and was 
continued with ^reat spirit till about 12, when the Company sat down 
to the sumptuous Supper, aod.did not retire till early oo Wednesday 
Morning. 

We have published id another part of our Poper an Important State 
Paper, a copy of which was forwarded to this Presidency by the Morn- ‘ 
fiigton : we mean the Declaration of War on the part of Austria against 
France. 1 1 was originally yltten in French, A therefore natnraily 
hy tranolatioo a considerable portion of that advantage which all 
productions of this nature obtain in their Arst form. But it appears 
to temperate and Candid et position of the motives which have 
iiifliteiic^Ml me conduct of the Austrian Cabinet during the last three 
year-*, and is composed in a style of some eloquence ; tho* it aptiears to 
be rather deficient in that energy and vigour, which we should have 
liked to have seen proceeding from one of the greatest Scate> in Enropi-, 
ill supporting the cause of humanity and justice, against the endless^ 
vriole lit exactions of a victorious tyrant. It shews in a suiking light 
the futility of those family alliances, which are supposed to have so 
much elfect on the political history of states ; for the Emperor avows« 
that, all personal considerations, arising from this source, are swal- 
lowed up and forgotten in the great Interests of Europe. But it alM> 
shews the extraordinary influence which the £mj>eror Napoleon has 
obtained over all the Cabinets and Governments of Europe, and though 
we fervently hope, that the final determination thus at lenj^ taken, 
to appeal to the general spirit of resistance on the Continent wilt ^ 
eminently snccessfiill, we cannot but lament, that so much lime has been 
flittered away, so much power exhausted, and so many exrelteai op- 
puriunities lost, by a disposition to conciliate, where no roociliatiiiir 
spirit everappears to have really existed, and by vain efl'orts to c«»b 
and subdue that restless ambition, %vhich can never end, but ii*ith the 
life of its possessor.^ We partictilarly recommend this curiou» state 
paper to the attentive perusal of our Readers. 

On Monday last, the several Prisoners who have been convicted of 
felonies during the present Session of Oyer ami Terminer for this Is- 
land, were brought op before the Judges of the C^mirt, ii> have sequences 
passed on them ; when the Honorable the Recorder in a most emuhatic 
manner pronounced the awftil sentence of the Law on Thomas Rohimi ' 
a Serjeant in the 17lh Regiutent of Light Dragoons for shooting atime 
Hohert Cbumbmof the same Corps.

The Barra- 
coiila has brought round from Madras, public despatches 
from the Bvinl of'Conrroul and Court of Directors to the 
fiapreme governm^^nf,, uhich are supposed to communicate 
the arrangem^uts for the regulation of affairs tu this coun* 
try, consequent to the renewal of the Company's charter. 
She has also brought with her eight box packets, containing 
private letters for this Presidency, the whole of which were 
circul'ited or forwarded from the Post-Oiiice, in the course 
of Friday and Saturduy. ' 

The date originally assigned as that of the ^com’a de- 
parture from England, (vig. the 9th of September,) we 
have reason to believe, is correct. She was spoken with by 
the Maitland off the Sandheads, and took a pilot on board 
on 'Ihursday. On Saturday evening, an express was re- 
ceived; atiiiouficing her arrival in the river.—The Atom is 
said to have captured a valuable American whaler, off the 
coast of Kra/dl, and to have carried her into the Cape 
fur adjudication.

It appeared from the Affidavits filed am! read, and fio'ni ttws 
criminal inforniarKMis, exhihded in the Court, that Thomas 
Harvey B.dier, tlsq. Judge and Magistrate ofllie Zillali of North 
Malabar, had as such, received information in the early purl of 
JrWio, that inaiiy fi'ee-borii Childtcn, natives of Travancor6« ", 
•ncle In slavery, wilhin that Ziilah : that he took the necessary 
means to ascertain, whether the information was well founded 8 
that in consmpience, manv civlidren, who hat'^ been improperly 
obtained in the Tr.iva!»e(»rc Country, were discovered m actual 
•lavery, liberated A: restored to iheir Country ; that having 
faiinhed Uis proceedings. Mr. Haber made an official report of 
the same to the Madras Govcrumenl : that some months after- 
wards, it vva& suggested to Mr. H.iber. by some of his friend*, 
that his conduct as ii Magistrate I'esperting the CHildren and 
*lavo.s so liberated had been canvassed, and by some condeiip* 
aed,— and, that in particular, rnmout.s had been circiiintod at 
Tellicberry, and in the neighbourhood, by Mr. Murdoch Broyfn^ 
(the father of the Oefbndaui Lient* 6i'ovru,')-«-by the Defendant 
Mr. Dtmghis, amVhy others, prtijndiciat to Mr. Haber’s cha-r 
yaclcr as a Magistrate 1 and that Mr. Baber lo defend himself 
against tlie^e rumours, shewed tasome of his parlicular friemSi^ 
within the Ztllah, a copy tHT his otheiai report to Government, 
louchwg the lihcrulioit of the children.

whith report it svas uiuterslood had ongiiKded tviili Mr* 
Baher. ' It was also staled in the athdavit ot Atr. (hher, that 
ahiiu' he refused to give llic wiiting or make the apology 
so required, he cxpre>sed his wiltinguC'^s lo explain, and did 
cxplaiuloMr. thiiiagaii the circiiinslaucos comiei ted with the 
repot t in question; and expressed .a hope, tiiat Mr. 'riiomaig 
Ciahagaii vi'ould vvillidraw himself from furtiier inlerfercuce 
ill the business; hut Ihai, »*>t withstanding the. exjdanaiioa 
HiP given hy Mr. Baber, Air. T. (iahagan, m arrogant Icrmg, 
demanded from Mr. Kahci,“ii writina: conlradietory of, ur 
au apolog> for tlie rejiorl in ciicuhiliou lo the pr judiee of 
Mr. AI. iirown, ' adding, *Mhat Mr. B.aber must take then 
consqucriee.s of a refusal, which would he allcndcd with ever*

Ital.su appeared, that after iiUcring this threalp Mr. T* 
Oahagan took his departure, and that in a shun time after- 
wariLs, a paper was pasted ou a wall opposite to the house of 
Mr. Baber in the hand*wrtling of Lieutenant Brown, con- 
taining the ioUowiiig words; Mr. Thomas B.iucr is a Lur 
and a Co Ward.” 

It further appeared, that ahout,two hours after Afr. Baber had 
been «:> posted, Mr. Tliouias Gah iguu made another visit to Mr* 
Baber, and that after iulorminghim that Lieutonaiit Browns 

E ut his threat into execution, ho slated, that ho Mr. T. Uatiagi^i 
ad been sent hy Mr. Doughus lo demritid satisfaction from Mr* 
fiahei for iui expression Which had fd leu from Mr. B^her in 
his lormcr conversation witli Mr. T. Gahttg«an, namely, *Mhat 
Mr. Baber's reason for not holding any coitimuiikvH'ton with 
Ml. DoughiSt was, that he Mr. Douglas was no Gentleman^ 
or words to that effect,”— To Lhi.-*, a.< atipeared from MV. B^* 
her's -athdavit, be iuimediutely replied, tlmt heMr. Haber, bad 
uot used the expresstou imputed to him Gahagau, bu 
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said, that he liad forcible reasons for not holding any 
comDiunicali(»D Ti ilh Mr. Douglas."— It appeared that Mr. T. 
';.Gahagau not satisfied with this reply, intimated to Mr. Ba- 
ber, that he had made use of the words ascribed to him, and 
** that they, Mr. T. Gahagau and Mr. Baber, must settle that 
.•* point, and that Mr. Baber should hear further on the sul'jcci." 
i The affidavit of Mr. Baber disclosed ether circumstances, 
^hich vre think do not materially bear on the subject imiTKi- 
diately befoie the Court, and particularly respecting a mes-ago 
trbich was afterwards sent by Mr. T. Gahaganio Mr. Haller ; and 
the affidavit of Mr. T. Gahagan denied generally the slalen.ent 
of Mr. Baber, and asserted that Mr. Buber did use the olVensive 
^‘Ords respecting Mr. Douglas. Several circumstances relating 
to the children which Imcf been found in the Zillah of North 
Jilalabnr and liberated by Mr. Baber, were also staled in Mr. 
Baber’s affidavit « but we do not consider a detail of these mat- 
ters as necessary to explain the proceeding befoie the Coi.rt. 
We shall therefore content ourselves willi the preceding sum- 
tnary of the fads which appeared before the Court,— 'in giving 
which, we have endeavoured to detail them ns impart ialiy as 
possible. 

It also appeared, that when the events of this extraordinary 
day had passed as we have described, Mr. Hahcr applied for 
the protection of the Civil and Military ^uthf»rilics of the 
2illan, and that Messrs. Douglas and Gahagan were rctpiired to 
enter into recognisances to keep the peace, and Lieutenant 
Brown was placed in arrest. 

Mr. Baber, as it was his Counsel, in order to ac- 

count for his delay in applying to the Supreme Court, com- 
mnnicated to the Madras Govcrniiient tJu, occurrences of the 
9lh of October, —and, as we are informed, for some lime ex- 
pected, that the Company Law Officers would be directed to 

5 rosccute the Defendants for ofleiicea against him as a Publi* 
fagistrate. — Early «n the last ^ear, however, he learnt that 
"the Governmeut did not think it expedient to direct a prose- 
cution, and Mr. Baber then laid his papers before Counsel.— 
He was advised, that the case was of a nature most fitting to 
obtain the extraordinary interposition of the Law, and was 
recommended by his Counsel to apply to the Supreme Court, 
for a rule to shew cause why Criminal Informations should not 
be Bled against the Defendants. In the first Term of the last 

S car> the Court was moved for a Cum mission to ewear Mr. 

iftber, who was then In North Malabar, to the truth of au 
ilifidavit, containing the principal facts already noticed; 
iind in the second Term, which commenced in March imst, a 
rule was obtained, calling on the Defendants to shew cause 
why Criminal Informations should not be filed. — This rule, 
we^believe, was granted by the Lord Ch'.ef Justice ; but re- 
fused, if our recollection he correct, by Mr. Justice Mac- 
Baghtcn, principally dpon the ground, that his Lordship con- 
ti^red the Court not to have Jurisdiction to entertain such a 
proceeding.— The Defendants in the 1'eriit, appeared by 
C041UCI and endeavoured to ihew causa why the rule should 
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Tiol become absolute < and their Ceunscl Mr. If, Gahj^gan, then 
took various objections to the proceedings, but mainly con- 
tended, Ihat the iSuprerhe Court hud not Jurisdiction, and that 
if it had, the Prosecutor was too late in resorting to it. The 
Lord Chief Justice and Mr, Justice Newbolt, (who h;ul then 
reUirned from Bomb •> ) made the rule absolute, and "av<» their 
fcspcclivc reasons, for holding that the Court had JiirtsaK-tion 
to ^rant Ihe iiiformarHins applied for. Mr. Justice .Macnuj^htcn^ 
wc //Wftfre, expressed :i contrary opinion respecting the Juris* 
diclion. and slatciL that the Prosecutor had not accounted for 
the delay from th« time of the olVcnce to the period of the ap^ 
plication to the. C- ui t. 

Informations were acfordinj;ly filed, and in ihe 4th Session 
of last year, the deitiulants respectively pleaded Guilty, and 
were illowe*! lo remain at larj^c oa their recostni/ances, to 
appe.'irfor Judj^inent in the last Term. They did appear, and 
Mr* If. Oiihag m on Ihe part of the Defendant Thomas Gahaj^an, 
moved several mailers in arrest of Jud;jmenL — many of which, 
as it was aflcrwards ruled, did not arise on the ree/>rflf.— The 
Atlvocale General .Sir S.. Toller, on the behalf of the De- 
fendants Brovin and Dous^las, claimed for his clients ihe benefit 
of the olijeclion iir‘;;cd by Mr. if. G.aba^an, and rules to shevr 
c inse were granted in each case. — The Counsel for the Prosecu- 
tor, in dne course, argued the several ubjectiunsi, and the rule* 
for ai resting the Judgmenlfi were discharged. — A fiidaviU were 
then tiled in evtenuation of punishment, and answered by 
th«‘ Prosecutor, as slatMl in the last Courier; and on Tuesday 
last the Defendants were brought before the Court to receive 
Hieir scnlence*4. 

When tli« Jinlges asronded the Bench, the Lord Chief 
Justice iiUimaled, that before Sentence should be passed, Mr. 
Justice Macnaglitcn intended to e.vprcss i?ii opinion, on the 
subject of the proceeding before the Court,— whereupon Mr* 
Justice Macnaghten, from notes, which his Lordship said had 
been hastily prepared, delivered his sentimenU on the point of 
Jurisdiclion, and expressed his decided opinion, that unless tho 
Jiirtsdiclion of tiling criminal informations ftir misdemeanors^ 
was derived from the late May or*.s Court, which his Lordship 
Slid was possM% the Supreme Court did not possess the an- 
Ihorilv which it was then exercising. His Lordship quoted the 
33(1 of his present Majesty for the purpose of shewing, that tho 
Informations referred to by Charier of the Supreme Court, must 
intend Inforniations ifui lam \ ani^lurgedmanvarguinentsfoiind- 
cd on tho terms used by the framei s of the Cbaifer in defining 
the difFerenl Jurisdictions of the Court.— We cannot vnitiire Ui 
offer any further explanation or detail of what fell from hiSi 
Lordship, & oiir renders will not expect from hitjmrn a correct 
report of that, which could only be well understood by learned 
Members of the profession. 

When Mr. Justice Maeivaghten had finished his ohserriittoiiSt 
Mr. Justice Newbolt and the Li>rd Chief Justice declared that 
they adhered to their opinions, and considered that the Court 
possessed the Jurisdiction^ which the Lord Chief Justice i^eq 
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^ ateeond^ and iio ruled in Taverner's case (b,) in which case,

No particulars of thia, 
tragical outrage having been hitherto laid before the pubSc^"^ 
we avail ourselves of the earliest occasion that has offend^^ 
to insert the following authentic statement, extracted front, 
the letter of a gentleman residing at Tappanooly. 

Tapvanooly; Sqtf. IS, 1814. 

Joachim sailed from hence on or about the 38th ultimo. 
On account, however, of (be Northwesters beiugvery^ 
^ strong at the time, he put back, and remained at Battoo 
Booroo till the Sd instant, when he agiun sailed ia thd 
evening. 

On (he 9th, the Casab of the vessel arrived bmpt, wUb 
the horrid intelligence^ of the vessel having been cut off 
by the Javanese, eight in number, ubo composed part of 
the crew. About ten o^clock on the night of the 4(h, 
having been furnished with knives by the servant (a Neas 
Boy) who attended on Joaobim, (hey stabbed the latter, 
and threw him overboard, (kke of them then went belom;, 
aud stabbed poor Achtl^ who was there asleep,— 
the rest secured the^lascars down in the hold.

She had been beating 
off Ceylon, nearly in the si.me spot, for some wee&s^liiDidlilo 
to make any progress against tiie monsoon, and w.a9 obliged 
to stand into port for » snpp'y of rice and proTistoasV^ Sb# 
wa^ to leave Poiute de Gallo o^a!u ou the 3d) ; ^ 
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Since our last, the ship Frederick and Maria has come 
in* from Madras the 21st ultimo. She brings no public 
new#, with the exception of the article already alluded to, ^ 
If'iUiatcan be deemed one; not did she speak with any 
Other vessel, on her passage up the Bay. 

? Letters from China, receired vi& Madras by this con- 
veyance, ' represent tjie price of Opium as rather on the 
iaevoase: — it was expected, we are told, to rise shortly to 
i960 or 1300 dollars per chest* They communicate no 
commercial or other intelligence of moment. 

. On Monday morning last, Captain Canning, envoy from 
this government to the Court of Acheen, and the gentlemen 
attached to his mission, embarked on board the Caroline 
yacht, for the purpose of joining the armed ship lielen^ 
which awaited his arrival at Diamond Harbour. — The 
Caroline reached Diamond Harbour accordingly on Satur- 
day ; when a salute was fired first by the Honble. Com- 
pany’s cruizer Ariel^ and afterwards by the Helen ^ — tbo 
latter vessel, at the same time, hoisting the Union jack at 
her main royal-mast head. — The Ariel^ we undersland. 
Accompanies the Helen to Acheen. 


In pursuance of the provision in the new act of Parlia- 
Snent for regulating the affairs of India, which directs, 
that sessions of Oyer and Terminer shall be held hereafter 
at the several Presidencies quarterly, instead of half- 
yearly, the Judges of the Supreme Court have passed a rule, 
ordaining that a Sessions shall be opened in future on the 
iirst day of each Term ; by which anangement, their 
Lordships will in general beenabled to bring the proceedings 
on the criminal cases befo I e them to a conclusion, befoia 
ibo heavier business of the Term commences.

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From Judcia, there is this further intelligonce; that 
ahovo or sf'veri crores of Rupees in money, besides 
jeurr!«!aji<i of her valuables, the property of Shereef Galub, 
have fallen into the hands nf Mahommed Ally Pashah ; 
ami that the Pashah has despatched twenty of his 
followers, to take possession, itnniediately on her arrival, 
of the ‘Shereef Vs ship, which l^ expected at Judda from 
Cul(‘ijtt:i» 

Osman Mu/aufee of Taef, who was the principal Sir- 
dar in the service ef Suwod Wahahee, had b^n also 
taken, and sent under custody to Constantinople. 

Lastly, Mahomined Ally Pashah, havlit^ completed 
his pilgrimage, collected a large force, and marched 
for Du l isa h, where he arrlred after a journey of four 
d iy?. ; ind. please God, we hope soon to receive news of 
rue rapture of Duri^nh, which is the principal stronghold 
of the VValiahoe. 

Subsequent to the almve period, accounts have reached 
Muscat hy the way of Russorah, which report, that the 
unfortunate Suwod Wahahre, chief of the Wahabees, 
died on the 9lh of Sillier l^'29 ; that the ceremonials of 
hi,«> funeral had l>een performed at Durisah ; and that his 
son Ahdoollah had been raised to the father’s dignities. 
How this may be, time will ihew. But, after what has 
“ h?ipponetL Mecca and Medina will remain at peace/’ 
The reporf of themarkesi at the ports of Arabia for 
European and Indian goods, is rather unfavorable. — The 
price of Woollens in particular is quoled as low. 

Rills to the amoant of about three lacs of Rupees, drawn 
hy the British minister at the Court of Peisia on this 
Government, hare been received by the late arrivals from 
the Gulph. This temittance has proveii a temporary relief 
to the gieat difficulties, which have for some time embar- 
rassed the commercial iiitercoiirHe between the ports in that 
quaiter and the continent of India: though it has still been 
far short of the demands of the market.

Transport, with Captain and Mrs. Portoous and a further 
detachment of the 20th. — On the 2d of March, the brig 
Firginhs^ Captain Coates, came in from Madras (he 
29th of January. She had been destined for Padang; 
^ but was driven past that port in a gale of wind. A Cap« 
tain Tapson of the Country service was passenger in her, 
who has remained here in an indifferent state of health. 
* This brig sailed for Batavia ou the I3<h of March, and is 
expected to return to Bencoolen. — On the 15th of March, 
the Colonel yiuKaiilay TrtknBpovi came in, with further 
relief, viz. a detachment of the20ih,but without any 
Karopean ollTcer.

The Portsca^ it appears, had not touched at the Isle of 
France, on tuM' voyage to India.- --The folio\^ing extiartof 
a Tetter from on board hei\ wiitien just as she was standing 
into Pointe de Galle, gites a condse statement of her 
misfortunes.

1 am sorry to have to acquaint you. of the mishaps of

‘‘ until fVbrunry, we encounferedj in Lat. 17'' S. and 
7'2^ E., a most dreadful gale of wind, by which 
wclostonr mizen-mas*, and the. head of our maio^mast, 
the latter breaking olf seven feet below the top. 

“ The Isle of Fraiuve was at that time the nearest port; 
but we did not put in there, in the hope of yet reaching 
Calcutta, by the aid of jory«ma.sfr.

The following obliging coiYntiunlcation, dated the 14 th 
Current, from a t'orfespoinlent at Xoacolly, give$ fta ac^c^irlt 
^f a 8(010) iu that quiutcr, which, in puiut of Tiolence. haA 
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not for niany years had a |iara1lel in any part of Bengal. ThO 
range of the gale howerer, as far as we can yet judge, does 
tiot seem to have been very extensive ; no accounts of its 
tavageq having hitherto reached us from any of the other 
ftations to the eastward. The following are the pai 
communicated. 

‘‘ On the nth instant, this station was visHl^ll with tha 
** most violent tornado, (if 1 may he allowed the e.xpre>* 
‘‘ Sion,) that has occurred within the memory of the oldest 
Inhabifarits. It began to blow very strong from the South 
East at da) break, and the gale continued to freshen imtii 
•‘11 o’clock, when its fury became irre i^tible. After 
blowing for about ‘i hours from the East and South East, 
the wind veered round by the North, and returned with 
redoubled violenc<>« carrying evei) thing before it. Fro^ 
vldentiaUy,it abated at 4 P. M. ; for, had il coi»tini.ed 
during the night, dreadful indeed w ould have l>een the 
consequence*. At the cutcherry house, belonging tp tho 
•‘Salt Agent, an immense choppah, which was supjflJrted 
by 13 strong pucka pillars, was entirely swept away,— . 
•‘ Doors and Venetians were burst from their fastening’* - 
and great apprehensions were entertained, that the house 
•‘ itself would have yielded to the storm, ho much indeerl 
waMhecutcherry injureil, that all the people wereob* 
liged to quit it, and seek shelter in a new house helonging 
•‘ to (he8«alt Agent, and ttihabiied by that gentleman, which 
was the only building that might be ^ald to have with# 
*•• stood the fury of the elements. Even this did not how-. 
*•• ever entirely escape. Two Venetian windows and a pannel 
door were stove in, and the greater part of the ea^tp^ll 
ballttstrade was swept away.

Captain McCarthy, who was supposed to have been cut 
off by the Natives on the coast of Pegu, has returne<l to thiii 
river in tlie >hip Culedotiia, The paj^ers of last week have 
already detailed the circumstances, which gave rise to the 
ei roneous belief of his death.

It is hardly possible no^ to admire the gallant 
spirit, with which this nmii resists the approaches of des- 
truction. from the time, of his first expulsion from the 
Company’s territories, he has been entirely depeiidaiit on big 
sword for subsistence. ^ Scarcely had he ‘acquired thei 
means of maintaining himself and his adherents, froth the 
revenues of Ifiudowii, aii^ some smaller places in its vici* 
iVity^ — than he found himself summoned to surrender then^ 
to his employers. It was pretended, that they were to be 
restored i6 the Rajah of Jeypoor. But, with so ipahy exam- 
ples before him of infamy' and ingratitude, — is it mucl^ 
to be wondered, that he preferred resistance to submission, 
—and that he boldly put in a claim for a portion of that 
plunder, which be had sb ofljeu fought to gain ? 

The afiairs of J^y poor still continue in a mq^st unset- 
tled state.— The victory which the Rajah recently gaiur^

And indeed, it is said, that the properly of th6;ArtiUcrj( 
Ruptured on that occasion by the troops of Mahomed Stiah^ 
Khan, has become a source of contention between that chie^-^ 
iiin and the Rajah.

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A body of Findarrees, commiLDded by a nan called 
C^too, bave lately beea attacked and dispersed, we beliefe^ 
by another parly of the same fraternity. We liafa not' 
been able to ascertain the causes which led to this Social 
V^ar ; nor are they probably of moch importance. The 
dbagreement of their leaders, or discussions about plunder^ 
are at all times sufficient incitements to the passions of

On the 
arriial however of the ships /FiWAam and Experiment on 
the 30th of March, the market fell ; and the current price 
quoted pn the of April, is from 11:2 to 11:6 per 
pecul, The Agents were in consequence warehousing the 
iargoes pf those ships; and^ soon as the failure of the 
Coitofi crops ill the west of India should hare been ascer* 
tpined, there is little doubt, but the prices would again im« 
prove. — >'l*he last yf«)r’s stock of Opium appears, by the 
present accounts, to have been nearly exhausted ; but still 
market price pf that article did not exceed 1060 
dollars per Chest, 

The Providence was detained in the Canton river fof 
nearly a month after she wps ready for sea, in consp* 
queuce of the arrival on the Chinese coast, of an Americaii 
lettre of marque schooner, haring on board a crew of 
50 men, and laden with a rich cargo of furs from tho 
Ijortluwest coast of the Ameiipan continent.

and, three days after her departure from the riter, felt a 
priae to the Doris» The Amtrka^ on the receipt of this in« 
telligence, was again unrigged; — the lettre of marque 
schooner returned up the river to Whampoa « — tnd the 
•Hro-oidentey freed from all apprehension of capture, pro* 
Ceeded on her voyage. 

The letters from China tlientiott no public neirs by this 
arrival from America. 

A detailed list of Arrivals and Departures at and from 
Canton, will be found under the head of Shipping IntellU 
gence. — ^I'he Success, after delivering her cargo, had sailed 
for Batavia, where she has arriv^, and proceeds from 
thence to Bombay. — The great homOward-bound fleet from 
China under convoy of the Phoenix, passed through the 
Straits of Sunda, all well, on the theSSth of March. 

The two la$t»menttoried articles of intelligence, have 
been communicated by the arrival of a small Vessel, the 
Gissina, which came in last week from Java. Mr. Assey^ 
Secretary to the Government of Java, has come round to 
Calcutta on the Gtsina, charged with public despatches for 
the Governor General. A full selection of extracts from 
the series of Java Gazettes transmitted this opportu* 
nity, will be found in the sequel. 

By private tetters from Java, we learn, that the price of 
'Opium bad greatly rben, in consequence of the faiiuie of 
the usual importations from Bengal. Government had re^ 
Jinquished their plan of supplying this article to the far* 
mers, and bad intimatf d to the latter that they must look 
for their stock hereafter to the importers. Vessels were 
also permitted to deliver Opium and other goods at Sa« 
marang, Sourabaya, and the other ports of the island, in<*

‘ visu And the additional duties had been done awayw~A 
. commiiuiicatloii from Samarapg, dated in the beginning of 
March, quotes the price of Opium at from Ig to lOOO 
dollars per chest. And subsequent advices from Batavia 
'give reason to believe, that it, had experienced a still fur* 
ther rise. Nor was it likely, we understand, to fall 
low IfiOO dollars per chest, unless the importation shtmld 
exceed the consumption, which is estimated about WO 
cheiU per anuaoi for the whole islandt 
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Nearly all the prize Coffee in store at Bata^iai had bead 
sold ; and tlie little that remained, though of very inferior 
toality, was selling at 6 Spanish Dollars per pecuK— The 
Coromandel had exported a cargo of 7000' peculs of Coffee 
London*

PUPLIC DISPUTJTIOXS. 

On Mondji> the 20ili instaat, being the day appointed by Hit 
Excellency Lord Moira, Visitor of the Collegeof Fort Witlians^- 
for the Public Disputations in the Orjentad Languages^ tkf!^ 
Presldenl and Members of the College Council, the Officeri^ 
Professors and Students of the College, met at 10 o'Ctock in the 
forenoon, at the GoTerinnent House ; where the Members of the 
Siipreine CounciK many of the Civil and Military Officers at Uia 
Presidency, with others of the principal European Inhabitants of 
Calcutta, and some respectable Natives, were also assembled* 

The Countess OF Loodour ard Moira, Lady East, Lady 
Koosmt, Mrs. Eomorstors, and several other Ladies, honored 
the College with their presence on the occasion, y' 

At Ten o’CiocIi, His Excellency the Visitor, attended by thef \' 
Presidcut of the College Council, and the Officers of His BxceK' 
lency's suite, entered the room where the Disputations were to 
be held. As soon as the Visitor had taken his scat, the Presidcut . 
ef the College Council ureseiUed to him a paper coiitaiaing the 
subjects of the iutCnded Disputations i when liis Excelteiiey 
desired permission to address the Students of the College, in the 
Erst instance ( and rising from his chair, delivered, in the most 
eloquent and impressiie manner, a speech which, not having 
been cominitted to paper, it is impossible to state with any ade*^ 
quate degree of correctness and precision* The following sketch* 
written trom recollection, must therefore be considered as an 
imperfect exhibition of the substance only. After a short intro’ 
duct ion addressed to the hkudeiits of the College, who were 
seated in front of the Visitor, but rose, with the other geotletnen 
present, his Excellency proceeded as follows

I who i n a fbi tiinate moment, & from tome vantage ground arrests 
%ht meteor in Us flight; grasps the fleeting phantom ; drags it from 
the skies to earth; condenses that noich was but the impalpa* 
bie curniscatiun of spirit; fetters that which wusbut thelightniug 
glance of thought ; and having so maslered it, bestows it as a per* 
petiial posbcsston and heritage to mankind ! Wiili an accumuiati* 
on of such inagnifleent bequests you begin your career. You 
vriliset out with numberless patterns of excellence for your guid* 
nnce; with pathways cut for yon up all the steeps of science. 
Think with what advantages over your predecessors you stait, 
and then think what ought to be exjpected from you. 

While! thus display to you the perfections of the English 
bukgoage, let me not be supposed to hold forth any temptatioiii 
which 1 wish to divide your attenUon from your present stu* 
dies. I ought rather to say , that 1 do not fear any one can draw 
’'lucha coucTusiou. Houorablebtca^Ulikouur's, will not siis** 


mclthat I could mean tuseduce you from what >ou must feci to 
mthe first of obligations. 1 know you iuunI be sensible that you 
cannot adequately discharge your future ilutien in this country, 
without attainfng that complete knowledge ol iUlarguoges, which 
is not to be acquired without the most sedulous application U 
Would he a fraud upon your friends and upon \ oui native coun* 
try, if you suffered any other object to bold a n valslnp with your 
professed studies in the College. But to ihose, who will wholly, 
and Mibey may think, excftisively, devote tbem»clves to those 
mudies, I wiilgive this encouragement; I will assure Iheiii that in 
^ proportion to the progress whicii they make in the Asiatic lan- 
guages, they wilt find an augmeoted facility iiibeiiding the English, 
tongue at tbeir pleasure. It was a quaint, but fApresHive and 
pregnant saying of the Emperor Charles the Fifth, that whene- 
srerhe bad conquered anew Utiguage, liciound that he had ac- 
quired an additional soul. He felt within hiinselfa marked ex- 
' pansion of the powers of conception, comparison and combinati- 
on. It could not be otherwise— the study of language necessari- 
ly entails it. Words, the types of ideas and things, cannot bo 
-treasured up without some coniideration of the things to which 
refer ; and the variety of shades which must present them- 
'MlYe* In UenslatioD, will infallibly lead the stiiocnt into a re- 
aearch respde^Dg the causis and qualities of those discriminations 
calculated io open bis mind to an infinity of relations in his na- 
tive tongue never before imagined by him. This was what the 
Btnperor meanl to imply he had perceiv ed in himself. Be assur- 
ed iW the same eeufo will produce a similar eflect ii)you,atid 
thegraUfying result of it will be, that you will find yoursetvee 
imperceptibly become competent to wield with readiness, with 
•legance,and vigour, the mighty weapon of the English language, 
You probably now perceive the artifice 1 have used to lead 
IPH to a dug cobviciicii of the foU advautogo of your pre« 
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fenl ntudiiss* Howsoever feebly 1 may bare aketcbed tt^ > 

1 have shewn you Ihe scope of your native language, and 
if I liave succeeded in satmyjip^ you, that one of the surest 
methods for obtaining a sway over its extent/ is to prosecute 
Ihe very course iu which you ate engaged^ I siiaU be Justified 
in calling upon you to exert redoubled ardour in your scholatlie 
labours. My purpose bat been to make it evident to you, Ihab 
TOur application tended not simply to the possession of a voca* 
bulary, or the acquiremeniof the idiom of the languages whicli 
you are study ing,hut that you werre gaining for your uitadsa sin« 
gular and decided advantage towards rendering youraelrea pre* 
eminent of any line of literature or branch of science, to whlds 
your inclinations might hereaAer point : Whatsoever tradt yo«| • 
might wish to follow, you would undertake it with faciliites thib 
must seem e distinguslied success. Puruie then your present 
occupation earnestly. The richest rewards lie before you— 411 
that can gratify ihe vanity or sc»othe ihe higher feelings of our 
natuio. It would be quite sufficient, were 1 only to indicate ihe 
proud consciousness of shewing yourselves exemplartly wor* 
thy <»f the bounty of our honoranle Patrons in this institution* 

It would bean honest triumph to feel, that you had discharged . 
your obligation to them by the attention wiin which you had Fill* 
filled their object, and by the capacity you had acquired of ren* 
dering them service. But 1 have even in that line much moro 
to hold forth to you. I conscientiously believe, that the adiUi* 
nistration of aOairs in this country, (I cannot be supposed to al« 
lude to my own shortterm in it,) has been guided by a more ac* 
live solicitude for the welfare of ihe governed, than has perhaps 
taken place in any other portion of th%, globe# The view 1 have 
had ojf the system of government, enables me to assert, that the 
teciirtly and the comfort of the people are watched over and pro-* 
moled with the most anxious vigilance dt unremitting exertion* 
The host intentions however of any Government may be defeat* 
ed, if in even a remote link there be a dtsposilion to Thwart 
them. The power which you will have attained of communiiig 
with the inhabitants, will enable you to discover and to deaig*^ 
nate to us any particular, tn which the paternal su* 
perinteiidancc of government is perverted. You will be 
enabled to suggest to us, where the intervention of our author i* 
ty, or of our assistance, may mitigate and redress any physical or 
moral evils under which the native subJecU labour, in short 
you will he the efficient luiutslert of that beneficence, which tho 
British nation has so generously desired & resolved to|extend ta , 
Ihe Inhabitants of India# If this be not enough, I will allure yott* ' 
by the advancement yon will gain in rate of intellect 1 will ", 
tell you that conscious elevation in the stale of being, is the / 
most delightful sensation that can swell the breast.

nrquiremenf in the Siadents, than (or the number of those wtio have eml* - 
nentl> qualified themselves. Krcim the strong and itoaiilnMius test tmoaiet 
I h.<i\e had before rae, in favor of Mr. Stirling*® merit, which have 
been Ml tully justided by the result of the Exomination, I canpot hut, 
emntder hifl acquire.nenti asfnr beyimd the uMiai Mnndard of high profit 
ciency, and as extending to a lieigKt^ that will be ever memorable in the 
annals of the College. }t is not «Mily in one language that hlfl merit ia-'~ 
ho transcendent. In the Arabic, in the Persian, im in the Uibdoojitauee^ 
he holds the first place umong>^t the Civil Students, and with such a de- 
cided Superiority, that he has In all been placed hi A clast* by bintself. 
Not that thif. is any disparagement to the attaioineiiti of his fettow Stu- 
dents I fur their progress is in the hi|^ie«i‘ degree respecgable^ and wouUI' 
of itself have been sutficieiit to malntaia the credit Of idle Colt^, in » 
comparison with former years. But iris In be attributed solely to tUtp^ 
extraordinary nature of Mr. .Stirling's merit, which in each of th^ - 
languages U in a claims beyond whtU has hitiierto been considered Us, did < 
higHcsi ^tanllard of proficiency, or that for which degroesof bnnor havo.^ 
been usually awarded.

1 ^ 1 am aware, that lu taking credtl to the institution for the high pro* 
Aciency whitb has been attauied iuevery language^ it isiocambeait oo me 
to state, that the whole amount of knowledge is not to be atlitbiited 
solely to the iosti action offered by the College. The greater part of the 
Miliiar^ Students bad already acquired a certain acauainlaore with the 
Peisiaii or of the Jliodoostanee language^ prior to their adrni&siou into 
College. Some ot than had carried their uitalniuents higher, and bad 
made progiew even in the Arabic and Sanscrit languages ; Mr. Stirling 
atands in the same rircuinstances, with respect Co the Persian and the 
l]illdo<>^tanee, in both of which be had made considerable progre'« prior 
to his ctdry at the College, by studying at Hertford, and a ui mg his 
voyage to India. 

To thia ia in part to be attributed the extraordinary short period in 
which such extensive knowledge and attainments seen to have been 
^gained. It cannot^ however, escape remark, that such a circumstance 
* gives to our Insututton a higher and more important character, and 
makes a more advantageoup use of the powers of instruction, which it 
tU^rds. This is not a seminary, at which the Students in general are to be 
taught the fin,t nidiments of the li^astcrn Languages i it ha*^ becoiue 
like our Universities aChome, a public institution aflording those ndvuii- 
'tBrneow necessary to perfect the knowledge of the diffcient braocltcii of 
Crieufal Literature, and yielding a fair field of competition to the can- 
ditatfs for literary fame. I'be Instruction claims with justice every 
credii for the high scale of prufkieaey attained by so many of its mein- 
fien, since this degree could never have been leached bv them, without 
availing tbemseWes of its instruction and assistance. 

I come now to speak of the instances of individuHi merit amour the 
Students of this year. In this enumeration also Mr. Stirling holus the 
Stat place, lie stands fim, as 1 have already iHCDiiooed, in the Aral^ic, 
in the Persian, and in the lliadee languages, and has received degrees ot 
bailor for bis eminent proficiency in them all. His application is ns le- 
markable, as bis acauiremeiiCs. I have bad before me a repot t, show- 
ing (tie number ot Persiaa and of Arabic works, which tins Gentle- 
man has studied with aitenfion* Ihelist will be subjoined to thU ad- 
dress, as alGfrding to the public an extraordinary specimen of rapid aoci 
sttccwolsiudy, and of cJomt and persevering assiduity, joined to ta- 
lents of the highest order, it must be rerotlected, that Mr. httrling has 
been attached to this CofJege but for a single (emij and lhai hib acquain- 
tance with (be Arabic is entirely of the growth of this tnslituUon. Hut 
be is not entitled to le» credit for the extraordinary use he seema lo have 
made Of the advantages afibrded by the Oollegiate Institution at licit- 
ford, in (he attainment of the Perwaa and the Jiindee languages. In the 
degree of knowledge, he brought with biia to this Country, Mr. Siirliiig 
atgiids eminently singular ; aud though I observe with plenstire, from 
tbO reports of the Professors on the examination of the Students, at 
Mlrqiiiry into College, that the proficiency ot several who last ai rived 
fSrdm Hqciford# has been very favorably mentioned, still Mr. StirHng is 
fbooofy IMuoce of any Sfdilent having arrived from llettlord, wMlia 
mf fbe bitigQiigns Wyond medloerlty .

By the arrival of the ship Windham tn Ihe coui'sc of last 
week from Chind^ we have athices from thfit quarter ex- 
tending td the middle of May.i-0« the 8th of that month, 
an Amerrcan SeltoonoR from New York, anchored at Wham- 
poa, after a run of about four mouths and an half from the 
United States. Oft Macao ■roails, this ve^^el encountered 
His Ma)esiy?B Jj'ri^ate Doris^ hy syhicU .•>he wag chased as 
far as the Boca Tigris, T>tit escaped Uy dint of superior 
sailing. Captain O’Brien h<wn?vpr armed his boats, and 
sent them iu pursuit, of, Schoblfot to Whampoa, where^ 
they boarded and carried her at anchor. The Americans aic 
said to have sustained a heavy loss in this affray ;; while, out 
'bf seventy 'men detached from tkb Hor/s, only One was kil- 
led. The captors did not attempt to bring away tlic 
Schooner; but' cart her cable, add Catt her aground on the 
' Sami' abVnaat of Whamfyoa; where they abandoned her« . 

It is added, that sev^^tal Amertcad ships add schooners 
were among the liadrhnes, wstHdiing an opportunity to 
rbmkita Canton rgirer, which the iPoria . had taken her 
'Station to' preeddt'';^a plaa by which she was more likely 
to succeed in capti^fog^ ttiem^ than if she had proceeded in 
ijnestofthein to 4be/iiadroiies.' The crew of iha Dofis 
was said U be considerably short of Its full complfunont*

No news by this conveyance from 
North Americii, had transpired at Macao.

Th« 
sppcuhHoi s in Opium at the. December and February, sales 
were likely (o lose heavily by tlunr purchases. — Cotton 
aKo continued low : — the car^o of (he Gange^^ we are told, 
had not leali/.fd an nverace of nune (ban 10 (ale 8 mace 
per pecni. — a few bales of Jhalone only having been sold 
11 tale. In regard to this article however, a consU, 
derabtc improvement of (he maiket was anticipated at no 
v(M> distant peitod. A letter from Macao of the 10th of 
Mav, ob^eives on this ^ubj^’ct ; Owing to the numl)er 
of jildps which have arrived fiom Bengal within so short 
a?rinfpival and :it a peiiod Su unseasoiiable, and to 
there being so few purchasers for Cotton, our mar. 
kots are altogether depressed for the present. But we 
expect a change for the better, as soon as the Chinese 
are convinced, that (here aie no more Country ships 
from Bengal to be expected for 'Onie time to come. — 'Ine 
failure of (he crop at Nankeen must incren<;e the <1emand 
for Bengal Cotton, and especially for that of good qua- 
“ lity, w hich is generally mixed with the Nankeen Col. 
“ ton, and not unfrecpiently substituted for it by Iho 
** dealers at Canton. By July or August therefore, it 
would not be mattei of surprise, if the price should be 
up again to Hi or 17 tale per pecul,*’ 

Since the date of the last advices from Canton, it ap\>ear«, 
Ihnt the /Vi/vr^r/? of this poit had arrived there, with a fur* 
(her cargo of Cotton.— The AlnkdndeY for Bombay, was to 
leave China, in company with the lViiulh(m ; and tho 
Gifnges was preparing to sail for Batavia. — 'rhe Fruncism 
Xavirr from hence had not arrived, but was daily et* 
pected. 

The lagt advices received at Macao front Maniiia^ were 
•‘T so late a date as the 17th of April ; up to which period, 
the Acapulco ship had not returned, nor had there been 
ony late nrrivol from Lima. - ^ 

The IVifidhrm has returned to this port by the way of 
Batavia, from which place site brings advices to the end of 
Jvne. By ^ese U tippptirs, that several ships had arrived 
At that tshna from F.ngtaud ; among which were the Java^ 
Captain Templar, which had sailed originally with the sup- 
posed intention of proceeding to Bombay y— a i)<l the

had been laid on all homeward bound ships at Batavia, and 
other ports of the colen^r . 

Pi IV ate letters from Java, mention an insurrection which 
had taken pi ice at Macasser, but which howevei, we are 
happy to add, is said to have been subdued. 

The expedition for Bally was appointed to sail on the 
ISth ultimo. It was composed of 1000 Europeans, and 
1000 Native 'I loops, the whole under the personal com* 
mand of Major«Geueral Nightingale, Commander of the 
Forces.

We understand however, by the 
report of a Seacunnv belonging to one of the captured 
vessels, who has arrived here from Madras in the Duncan^ 
that the slrorvtTtii of this privateer did not exceed fen guns, 
and that she had only 40 men on board. If this story bo 
rorrert, we niu<t conclude, that »-ho was armed rat)ier for 
dcfcnc-' than annoyance, and that her object was not so 
much to cfuize in these seas for prizes, as to secure a cargo 
on nrhanfageous tenns at the eastern ports for the Americaa 
market.

Run jeet Singes proj^^cts agamsfc the country of Cashmere^ 
begin to wear a very unpropitious aspw^t. The uKhbars 
are filled with arrounts of the petty exploits of the 
mountaineers against his foragers anil detach nents; — a 
goiivov of SOObullaih^i loaded with whe'it hncl h^en c Jt off 
by the Zemindais, on its progress from Rajooue, — and the 
Hajah himself had openly said, that the supply of gram was 
^ eat off from every side, and that bis army was starving. 
In addition to all this, the Seik tmops weie beguuitng to 
desert ; anrl one entire body of i,QOO mitchlock*nien is said 
to have taken the road to Cashmere, with the intention 
dottbttese nftendeiing their services to the ^iiemy. 

Meanwhile^ the city of PoonJ|ah had fallen. Shuttly after 
the investment of that place was completed, the ganison 
offered to GafMtulate, on condition that they should be aU 
lowed to depart an molested with their arms. 'lhe»e terms 
were grant^ ; and Must Sing accoxditigly took possession 
of the fortresSjT on U-half of Run^eet. 

The Rajah nett procee ded to the attack of two fortifieu 
outworks on the mountains, situated about fourcoss

]reventias«^Oii the ctening of the 4(h ultimo, the Rajah 
went oitt U% person bom poonjah, for the purpose of 
esepforing itie mda leading from thence to Cashmere. On 
btoway, he was Attacked by one of the troops of match* 
lock^mon from dia ngptlgtkifis, (a sort of guerrillas,) who 
bmachiiied to harass bih ysiifty for (he space of four hours.

The same accounts state, that the American mercHant* 
ship fahjt Fuller^ with a rich cargOj had been capiarod 
off the roast of China by His Majesty^s Ship DoriSy Cap- 
tain O’Brien* 

Just before the departure of the Union^ intelligence 
reached Batavia, of the safe arrival off Anjeer Point of the 
outward-bound fleet of China ships fron:i England, whence 
they saHed on the 7th of April. 

His RxceUency Sir Samuel Hood, in the Vofagc Frigate, 
waaat Sanxirang, and was shortly expected to visit Batavia* 
The price of Coffee at Java in the beginning of July, 
was 10 Dollars per pecul, aod wa^ daily rising* Pepper 
and other articles of produce adapted for the Europe marl^et, 
had also ri^fen in a like proportion. 

A general expectation appeared to prevail at Java, that 
the colony would be restoredto Holland, on the conclusioa

^ that it was thought nece^^&Aiy to ease her by throwing 
^ the guns overboard, so that we thu< got quit of sixteen 
^ useless guna of artillery — A fui the/ reduction of w'eight 
^ being still thought neeesaaiy, we began ueit to sacrihee 
^ the cargo ; and about 70 bo^es of Indigo were accoiding- 
** ly thrown into the sea. Our w^.e saved by being 
^ brought aft to the cuddy, which became a sort of Noah’s 
^ Atk. It and the Kound-bouse were the only places ot 
shelter in the ship. The two ewnitig cabins were en- 
tirely washed away. Many ot the bulk-heads below 
Were stove in ; and the water mtws ankledeep in the 
^ eab&iis/^ 

We are sorry to add, that Captain Rankine of the Unmny 
died on board that ship on the day she reached the Cape. ' 
The Lad^ Lushingfm and Ata/chpgness of EtH^ being 
closer to the shore at the time of th^ gale^.j^idf^t ex- 
perience its fuiy taa like degree, 

Tbe ttouble. Company’s ship Asia weighed anchor from 
Vigagapatam roads on the 6lh current, on her return to 
having completed her cargo,— The Ash had been 
d^einpd on that coast beyond expectation, in consequence 
of the accident which we stated in a former number.

He 'ivas actively collecting recruits 
lio\\ew>r from e\eTy quartet, to till up the sacancies in his 
II 111 V : he lidd oidered the ditch round Lahore to tio 
(■eepened : and had thrown into confinement, one Daliip 
llae, an AbUologer, who had foretold thvt his eapeditloA 
u>uld be ii owned with the most complete succeis. 

Meanwhile, the wreck of one dh’Uion ofhis army after 
nuthei, continued to find its way to Lahore. Tha detach* 
iient whose escipewas the most extraordinary, was that 
voder the lommand of Ram Dyal the nephew of Mohuk* 
kim diuiid, which appeaib to have actually penetrated 
■iciops the mountains and «iit*'red Cashmere, where they at

The british Govereiiieiil haviM been comuenfit ta take up Arms 
i^ainiitthe Nipaulese, llis EwHeney the night Hnn the Governor 
fjeneral has judged it proper to mak known to the Poweii in Alliai ce 
ahd Frieadslup with the Honorable Company, the origin and progress 
^ thi! tr&hsattions which have terminated iil. tlii^ ell'll!}, in the lull 
that thp exponition will estahiisU. beyond di«<piite the ex*- 
tnieiAiBar/ moderattnn and forbearanre of the British Government, 
the tnjthtice, violence, and aggression of the Slate nt Nipaiil. 
courts <^r the Oorkah conquests havine appi orimated tin ir frontier 
to thdtof the Honorable Company^, and of its AHv the Nawauh V izier, 
and the protected Sikh CbieftasOb, throughout an extent ot Country 
ftpjtUbiitt from the Eastern Border ot Moruiig to the Banks ot the Sut- 
1^, itMSi^rcely to be expected that differences should iiotoicasionU* 
ly arise between the Inhabitants of the contigioiis DidtikG beloiiginc 
to tbe two States, and even among the local Fuhbc Officers of each

It is notorious and has also been proved by reference to authentic 
Tt^rds, and by the uuimpeached testimony of living wiiiiesse*^, that tlir 
ttrhole of Bbdtwul to the very footof the Hills, with the ricepiioo of 
the Tow'd .of Hootwul alone, was held by the Rajahs of P^lpuh, fium the 
J^iawainb^ Vizier for a considerable period antecedent to ihc Treaty of 
Ces&ioit tn 1801 ; and that it was transferred to the Company b> the 
terms of that Treaty^ bring specifically included in the Schedule the'reuii'* 
t» annexed^ It is no less matter of notoriety, that the I'istnct of 
. Bootwul, actually came into the possession of the Briiish Goveinmenl by 
Virtue of the Cession, and that a BetUenient was made by the Collector 
. wt Gorucltpore with the Agent of the late Rajah of Pal pah, at that 
time a rrisonrr nt Catmandhoo for an annual rent of tliirty>two thousand 
tersv without the scmhlance of an objectkin on the part of the Rajah 
of Nipaul. No it remained until the year 1604, when the Nipnulese 
commenced that system of gradual enerbuchment below the Hills, which 
termilialerf in their occupncioii of nearly the whole District of BoolWul. ^ 
The Tdppuh of Nhe^raj wasorcupied by the Nipaule e antecedently to 
the Cession, but it is no less certain, that it wad a part of the Territury 
of the Vizier, and together with the rest ol the Low Lands skirting 
the Hills in the District of Goruckpore, Included in the Cession. 

The Nipautese pretended to found their claim to Hootwul and 
Biieors\j, and to the other poi tions on the Imuds below the Hills, on the 
etrcumslance of their having fluted the Terruiee, or Low Lunds of the. 
HDl Countries of Palpah, Goobnee, Pentniieh, Kanichee, &c. Which the 
Kipauieseliave conquered. Admiting that the Low Lands were possess* 
«d ay the Chiefhof the neighbouring Hill PrincipalitieM, the admisfioa 
does not aiTect the question, since it was perfectly ascertained that for a 
cpusiderable period before the Goorkan Conquest, they formed a part 
'.:of the Unmloiotis of Oode, and the conquest therefore of (he indCpenaeot 
' B^l Piihcipaittles cannnf give to the conquering power any just claim tn 
‘ bmi; Lands, wfiich though in the occupation of the same Chiefs were 
held independent tenures from another state. * 

To shew the little cbnfidence that the h;td in (heir claim of 

Sovereignty over these Lands, it is s^cieiit tu observe*, that miou after 
their usurpation of them, they actually made an offer to hold Hootwul 
lb farm from (he British udvernment, on the same terms a.s the Rajah of 
jPalpHl), a propositioo to which tbU Government did not think proper 
lO^Hcede; 

The system of gradual and ht times almost imperceptible encroachment ^ 
l^vioedr by the Ivipaulese,RvAs calculated to deceive the British Govern- 
ment, with rexpect to their ultimate views, .and combined with the just 
' and moderate eonram of proceeding which the British Government has 
a^ued iu all its intercourn wi^h the Rlpaulese, prevented It from res* 
l^(ng to those means which would at Once have repressed the outrages 
of^e Niptotlese and re-««tablished its own authority in the iisur|wd 
l^ttds.
